REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


To THE CITIZENS OF BARRINGTON :— 

The school board submit the following report :— 

There were eight schools maintained during the spring 
term, as it was deemed advisable to open the Turnpike 
School, but as the school was so small it was thought best by 
both parents and school board to close it again and convey 
the pupils to other schools during the remainder of the year. 

This left seven schools which have been maintained 
throughout the Fall and Winter terms. 

Pupils from the Evans, Swain and Turnpike were con- 
veyed to the France School, the pupils in the Town Farm 
district being conveyed to Hale School. 

There has been thirty-one weeks of school this year, which 
is two weeks less than we had last year, this being due to 
the fact that the amount required by law was $285.00 less 
than what we have been having, which made the amount of 
money raised in town for school purposes insufficient for us 
to receive the General State Aid or the rebate for approved 
teachers, but we trust our citizens will be very generous and 
give us an additional amount of about $750.00 for the ensuing — 
year. Z 
During the year we have been fortunate enough to secure 
the services of one approved teacher and two normal grad- 
uates, but owing to the lack of desirable applicants we have 
been obliged to hire some inexperienced teachers, where 
work in some cases has not been all we could desire. 

The attendance has been very good throughout the year, 
which is very gratifying to us and also to the teachers. 


81 


No time has been lost except during the spring in the 
France School. Owing to an epidemic of whooping cough,the 
school was closed after a term of eight weeks, two weeks 
of the lost time having been made up in the winter term. 

With the $75.00 raised for supplies we have purchased the 
usual amount of material and as some of the text books are 
badly worn, and an insufficient number of some books, it 
will be necessary to raise more money for text books for the 
coming year. 

There has been only a few minor repairs done this year, 
but as the Swain, Evans, Turnpike and Green Hill School 
houses have been somewhat mutilated by some person or 
persons, it will be necessary to repair them;also a new out- 
building is much needed in the France district and the roof of 
the Winkley Schoolhouse will have to be patched to prevent 
its leaking. 

We hope that there will be a large number of parents and 
citizens manifest their interest in education by being present 
at our school meeting and appropriate school funds liberally 
for the support of the schools for the coming year.
